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Elba City Council faces strong opposition to Occupational Tax

The Elba City Council found a 
hotbed of opposition Monday night 
when the business turned to dis 
cussing the proposed Occupational 
Tax, 

Vice President Myrna Cowen and 
Personnel Director Bud Daniels of 
Kleinert’s addressed the council and 
voiced the official company opposi- 
tion to this proposed tax, 

Mrs. Cowen noted that their firm 
was currently working more than 
800 people in the Elba plant. She ex- 
plained they had to open the Green- 
ville operation because they just 
couldn’t get and keep the necessary 
employees in the Elba area. She said 
that to add this additional! tax to the 
mostly female staff would make the 
job of hiring new workers even hard- 
er. 

She added that she had been au- 
thorized by Dorsey management to 
voice their opposition also, 

Everett Kelley asked about in- 
dustry being involved whenever any 
further discussion takes place on this 
matter. He was assured by Council 
member Earl McCollough _ this 
would happen. Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood repeated an earlier promise to 
hold a town meeting, possibly in one 
of the school auditoriums. 

Harold Bannin, who works in the 
plant at Dorsey Trailers, appeared 
before the council with a petition 
containing 606 names in opposition 
to the tax. He said these were Dorsey 
employees who had vowed to boy- 
cott all Elba businesses if this tax 
was imposed. He asked what action 
was planned because, “The people 
want to know.” 

The annual city audit report was 
presented by Bill Carr of Enterprise. 
He told the city council and those in 
the audience that the city overall was 
in good financial shape. He ‘qilickly

Council members questioned

The council approved a lease- 
purchase agreement with Ken Eng- 
lish on the gym of the old high 
school.

The council voted 4-2 to approve 
the action, McCollough and Hay- 
wood voted against the motion. Both 
opposing the action said they fa- 
vored a lease, but not the purchase 
part of the deal.

Coffee County Commission talks about trash

The majority of Monday morn- 
ing’s Coffee County Commission 
meeting was consumed by commis- 
sioners talking trash. 

Immediately after commissioners 
were told by Jerry Schnitzius, with 
Environmental Waste Management 
(EWM), that “everything was com- 
ing under control” with the garbage 
collection, they were hit with an- 
other problem. 

A spokesman, Glen Logsden, for 
a group from the Yellowleaf Drive, 
Briarwood Drive and Heritage 
Height area told commission mem- 
bers that they have a trash problem. 

In the past, the City of. Enterprise 
has provided the residents with trash 
pick up but due to some changes 
they no longer have that service; 
however, the county does provide 
them with garbage pick up. 

Photographs taken by Logsden 
were presented to the commissioners 
showing how property belonging to 
him had become a trash dump. 

Commissioner Sid Averett at- 
tempted to get a motion passed to al- 
low the county highway department 
to pick up the trash as a temporary 
measure, 


broaden Averett’s motion to provide 
all residents of the county with this 
“temporary service” providing the 
measure was legal. 

Stephens stated that in past com- 
mission meetings, he had attempted 
to get simular situations addressed 
by the commission but failed to get 
any action taken, 

When Averett voiced his opinion 
that he felt that residents who had 


_once had the (trash) service and then 


fost it should receive more consider- 
ation than those who had never had 
the service, he struck a nerve with 
Commissioner Wendell Black. 

It was Black’s feeling that wheth- 
er or not one had or had not ever had 
‘a particular service should not enter 
into the matter. 

He said, “We are here to repre- 
sent all the people of the county and 
not any one particular group!” 

After a long discussion, which at 
times became heated, the commis- 
sioners voted to table the motion. 

Schnitzius volunteered EWM to 
make two runs into the area for the 
next two weeks to pick up the resi- 
dents’ trash. 

There will be no charge for the 
service and the trash pick up will be 


Coffee County Board of Education 
members hear parent’s complaint

The Coffee County BOE’s Mon- 


day evening meeting began with a 


“concerned parent” addressing the 
board, 

Mrs. Nancy Carnley began her 
address with the statement “Due to 
school related problems, I have had 
to take my daughter to see a psychia- 
trist (she later changed it to a psy- 
chologist) but I’m not here, at this 
lime, asking for reimbursement al- 
ough this has been a financial bur- 
den,” 

She told board members, “I have 
had a teacher tell my child, and my- 
self and my mother, that ‘your kind 
would not be allowed to partici- 
pate,’” 

Mrs, Camley would not name the 
teacher or identify the school where 
the alleged statement was made, 

She stated that she had spoken to 
the principal of the school and the 
Superintendent, Clayton Bryant, 
about the incident, 

Carnley further contends that her 
daughter has suffered verbal and 
even physical abuse from fellow stu- 
dents since the alleged statement 
was made by the teacher, 

Upon questioning by board mem- 
bers, they were unable to obtain spe- 
cifics from Mrs. Carnley about the 
alleged statement and other inci- 
dents. 

Board Chairman Virgil Coleman 
asked Mrs, Carnley what action she 
wanted or recommended that the 
board take in the matter, 

She responded by asking if she 
could put it in writing or type it out. 
This was agreeable with board mem- 


ly occurred some time ago. 

Mrs. Carnley’s response was that 
her work schedule and other hin- 
drances had prevented her coming 
before now. 

Supt. Bryant asked Mrs. Carnley 
if she would be willing for her 
daughter to see a psychologists who

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Butts continues in race for seat on

Circuit Judge Terry Butts said 
Monday afternoon that he would 
continue with his plans to seek a seat 
on the Alabama Supreme Court this 
year, 

He noted that a number of people 
had urged him to qualify for both the 
Supreme court seat and his present 
seat as Circuit Judge but he will not 
be doing that. 

In a prepared statement Butts 
said; 

“In December I announced my 
intention to seek election to the 
Alabama Supreme Court in 1994, 
I shall continue to seek election to 
same, 

Since my own term as Circuit 
Judge is up for election this year, 
it is only fair that | announce that I 
will not seek re-election to my 
Circuit Judgeship, but instead will 
continue to seek election to the 
Alabama Supreme Court as stated. 
The people of Pike and Coffee 
counties have been wonderful to 
me through the years, My strong- 


est support has always been with 
‘just plain folks.’ I sincerely thank 
the people for allowing me to 
serve 18 years as Circuit Judge, 
the last several as Presiding Judge. 
There have been ups, there have 
been downs, but overall it has 
been one heck of a ride. 
My philosophy has always been 
a simple one: Be capable, be cou- 
ragcous, usc common sense, pro- 
vide a level playing field’ for all, 
and trust the jury. I will take that 
same common sense approach to 
the law to the Supreme Court.” 
When asked to comment on the 
statewide race and his chances the 
judge said: “We have positioned 
ourselves to win this seat.” He is 
scaking the seat presently held by re- 
tiring Judge Henry Stegall of Ozark.

Each year the federal govern- 
ment is spending at least $200 bil- 
lion to service a colossal $4 tril- 
lion debt. This is money that 
could be spent on education, job 
programs, infrastructure upgrades 
or tax cuts. Instead it is simply 
poured down a rat hole. 1995 is 
no exception as we add another 
$176 billion to the federal deficit. 

When Clinton said in his State 
of the Union address that he 
wasn’t going to cut defense any 
further, he meant no cuts beyond 
the $127 billion in reductions 


already called. Most people may 
not realize that defense spending 
has been steadily decreasing any- 
way for the last ten years. We arc 
fast approaching a point when 
there is no more fat, only muscle. 
The new Clinton budget caps mil- 
itary spending at $252 billion, 
35% below the level we were 
spending in 1985. In fact, defense 
spending pales in comparison to 
federal mandatory (entitlement) 
spending which continues to 
grow by $32 billion next year to a 
record $763 billion!

Maxwell Air Force Base, 
however, is slated to receive 
$11.7 million ($9.6 million for 
student dormitories and $2.1 mil- 
lion for 25 family housing units.)

tion’s new budget cuts 4,000 
health care employees and lacks 
money for new medical research, 
Instead, the VA budget channels 
new money to convert the VA 
health care system to the Clinton 
health care model.

I’m told that they predict 
no disasters for 1994! May I re- 
mind the Administration that last 
year saw all 67 Alabama counties 
declared cligible for federal disas- 
ter assistance due to drought.

COMMITMENT 


I hear or read very little these 
days about true biblical commit- 
ment. Jesus expressed the heart of 
God conceming our commitment to 
Him in Luke 14:26-27, 33, “If any- 
one comes to me and does not hate 
his father and mother, wife and 
children, brothers and sisters, yes, 
and his own life also, he cannot be 
my disciple. And whoever does not 
bear his cross and come after me 
cannot be my _ disciple...So like- 
wise, whoever of you does not for- 
sake all that he has cannot be my 
disciple.” Jesus was saying that our 
love and devotion to Him must be so 
great that it causes all other commit- 
ments and relationships to appear as 
hatred! What a sobering thought: A 
love for Him that leads to a hatred 
for the things of this world! This is a 
challenging commitment to Jesus 
Christ. 

This past week I read of such a 
commitment which had been verbal- 
ized by an African pastor. Let this 
pastor’s verbal commitment speak to 
your heart: 

“I'm part of the fellowship of the 
unashamed. I have Holy Spirit pow- 
er. The die has been cast. I have 
stepped over the line. The decision 
has been made. I’m a disciple of His, 
I won't look back, let up, slow 
down, back away, or be still. 

“My past is redeemed, my present 
makes sense, my future is secure. 
I’m finished and done with low liv- 


ing, sight walking, small planning, 
smooth knees, colorless dreams, 
tamed visions, mundane talking 
cheap living and dwarfed goals 


I no longer need pre-eminence, 
prosperity, position, promotions, 
plaudits, or popularity. I don’t have 
to be right, first, tops, recognized, 
praised, regarded, or rewarded. | 
now live by faith, lean on His pres 
ence, walk by patience, lift by 
prayer, and labor by power. 

“My tace is set, my gait is fast, 
my goal is heaven, my road is nar- 
row, my way rough, my companions 
few, my guide reliable, my mission 
clear. | cannot be bought, compro- 
mised, detoured, lured away, turned 
back, deluded, or delayed, I will not 
flinch in the face of sacrifice, hesi- 
tate in the presence of adversary, ne- 
gotiate at the table of the enemy, 
ponder at the pool of popularity, or 
meander in the maze of mediocrity. 

I won't give up, shut up, Iet up, 
until I have stayed up, stored up, 
prayed up, paid up, preached up for 
the cause of Christ. | am a disciple 
of Jesus. I must go ull He comes, 
give ull I drop, preach till all know, 
and work till He stops me. 

“And when He comes for His 
own, He will have no problems rec- 
ognizing me.” 

When he comes for His own, will 
He have any problem recognizing 
us?

A program called Free By Choice 
was presented to all junior high students 
at Zion Chapel. 

Sergeant Sterling told the students 
about the general life of an inmate in the 
Alabama penal system. He also brought 
three inmates that told their stories in 
prison and how they got there. In the 
year 1994 there are a total of 18,955 in- 
mates in the State Department of Correc- 
tions and by the year 1999 it is estimated 
that there will be 30,000 inmates from 
ages 14 to 87. 

One of the three inmates was Barbera 
who was a school teacher and was mar- 
ried for 10 years. She became addicted to 
prescription drugs and stabbed her hus- 
band with a butcher knife during a fight. 
She was sentenced to Julia Tutweiler, the 
only prison in Alabama for women, for 
15 years. 

Sharyll was the second inmate that 
told her story. She had been in and out of 
prison since her early 20's. She tried her 
first joint at the age of 22, That first joint

Paul, the late inmate who spoke, got 
addicted to drugs and because of them 
lost almost everything. He killed a man 
during a fight when the other man pulled 
4 gun on him, Since Alabama has no 
self-defense law, he was sentenced to 20 
years for manslaughter, He could not get 
the ruling for justifiable homicide be- 
Cause the jury did not think he tried hard 
enough to get away. 
__ All three inmates told of what it was 
like in prison, They said that there is a 
massive use of drugs and a wide variety 
of weapons available to the inmates in 
prison, They also said that 85% to 90% 
of all crimes are drug related, All 
Stressed the solution to end these circum-

The big win over Andalusia was one of the most impressive of the sea- 
Pigers dominated the 5A Bulldogs throughout the game and 
won by a much greater margin, but with the win well in hand 
serves in on the fun.

Corn & Sorghum Producers 
Reminded To File For 1993 
Disaster Assistance 


“Com and sorghum producers 
with 1993 disaster losses are remind- 
ed they must request disaster assis 
tance by March 4 to be eligible for 
possible forgiveness of advance defi- 
ciency overpayment,’ Grant Bunt- 
rock, Administrator of the U.S. De 
partment of Agriculture's 
Agricultural Stabilizaion and Con- 
servation Service, said. 

“Even if the disaster loss was not 
large enough to quality for disaster 
payment, it may mean eligibility for 
some advance deficiency overpay- 
ment forgiveness,” Buntrock said. 

“Final deficiency payments will 
not be calculated until early March, 
but it is almost certain, given current 
prices, that the final will be less than 
the advance. To be eligible for for- 
giveness of any overpayment, the 
producer must request disaster aid at 
the local ASCS office,” Buntrock 
stated.

Elba BOE makes changes in policy

The Elba City School Board has 
approved two changes to policies. 
One is a board policy dealing with 
requirements for admission to Elba 
schools and the second is a code of 
conduct and discipline plan for the 
elementary school, 

The “Code of Conduct and As- 
sertive Discipline Plan” was de- 
signed by a group of the elementary 
school teachers. This committee met 
with the school board last week and 
official blessings before the proposal 
was explained to students and par- 
ents. It is now in force. Copies of the 
new policy were given to students 
and sent home to parents last week. 
There is a form to be returned to the 
school. This form is on the last page 
and must be signed by the student 
and a parent and will be placed in 
the student’s folder. The signature is 
not to show approval of the policy, 
but acknowledges receipt of it. 

The plan spells out to the student 
what constitutes correct discipline, 
incorrect discipline and the pun- 
ishment for infractions. Teachers ex- 
plained to the board members that 
they would be recording behavior 
problems of each students in grade 
books. Each time a student breaks a 
rule, two points will be deducted 
from the student’s conduct grade. 

They will also be rewarding stu- 
dents for good conduct. 

* Those who maintain an “A” av- 
erage for the entire semester will be 
recognized at Honor’s Day with an 
Honorable Conduct Award. 

The rules are as follows: 

1. Follow directions the first time 
they are given. 

2. Use correct voice for the activ- 
ity. 

3. Keep hands, feet, objects and 
negative comments to yourself. 

4, Raise your hand for per- 


mission to speak or to get out of 
your seat. 

5. Use appropriate behavior on 
school campus. Examples: bath- 
rooms, bus loading Zone, gym, 
halls and cafeteria 


Those maintaining an “A” average 
in cunduct for the six weeks will 
receive the following: 


1. An invitation to a “good con- 
duct" party with a special party 
theme 

2. Their picture and name in The 
Elba Clipper with an article. 

3. A letter to the student's par- 
ents praising their good conduct 
and thanking the parents for their 
support. 

4. Recognition at break to 
present the letters for their par- 
ents. 

5. A good conduct ribbon to wear 
the day of their party. 


A student can qualify for the hon- 
or roll in other areas but be dis- 
qualified by a poor conduct grade, 
teachers explained. Their reasoning 
for this was that some students might 
misbehave and still learn, but their 
talking, etc., would be creating an 
environment that would hinder other 
students from learning, 

Three offenses on the same day 
will result in a trip to the principal’s 
office for discipline. 

Parents of students who are sent 
to the office for discipline problems 
will be notified (by mail) of the first 
trip and the student is expected to 
explain the offense to the parent. 
The second trip to the office will re- 
sult in the child being sent home for 
the remainder of the day. 

If no contact with the parents can 
be made, the discipline form will in- 
dicate that the child cannot return to 
school until 11:30 the following day 


and must. be accompanied by a par-- 


ent. 

The third trip to the office will re- 
sult in a three day suspension. Stu- 
dents in grade K-3 will be sent home 
in the care of a parent. Students sus- 
pended in grades 4-6 will be sent to 
In-School Suspension at Elba High 
School. 

All students will be provided 
classwork and homework assign- 
ments, 

A fourth trip to the office will re- 
sult in a five day suspension and a 
warning to parents that further dis- 
cipline problems will be referred to 
the juvenile authorities, 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
noted that official board policy sull 
allows for corporal punishment (pad- 
dling) under a strict set of guide- 
lines. 


SCHOOL ADMISSION POLICY 

The Board policy dealing with 
school admission was amended. The 
policy already requires proof of im- 
munization for various com- 
municable diseases, a written objec- 
tion of the parents based on religious 
grounds or a doctor’s statement that 
the shots would be detrimental to the 
health of the child.

“A number of issues confront the 
district court. While many of the 
problems involve social questions, 
the district judge must respond with 
a decision limited by law and further 
limited by resources.

Elba police arrest 
Enterprise man in 
rape case 


Elba police recently concluded an 
investigation that led to the arrest of 
Shelly Cunningham of Enterprise. 
He was charged with rape in the sec- 
ond degree. 

Cunningham, age 38, of Route 3, 
Box 36, Hillview Trailer Court, was 
arrested on February 10 and released 
on a $7,500 bond that same day. 

Elba Police Chief Jack Parker 
said he could not release any infor- 
mation about the victim except that 
she is a juvenile who lives in Elba. 

A warrant for Cunningham's ar- 
rest was signed on Feb, 8 by a parent 
of the victim, An investigation into 
the incident was begun at that time 
by the Elba Police Department and 
the Department of Human Resourc- 
es, 

Personnel from DHR assisted the 
police in interviewing the victim, 

Parker described a charge of rape 
in the second degree to involve “a 
person that would not be of age of 
consent,” 

If convicted, Cunningham could 
serve up to 20 years in prison, No 
preliminary hearing in the incident 
vas been scheduled at this time,
